Office Action Summary 
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DETAILED ACTION 
Oath/Declaration 

The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance with 37 

CFR 1.67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is required. See 

MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: Page 2 of the declaration contains an 
incorrect filing date of the parent application (Serial Number 10/382,040). The correct 
filing date is March 5, 2003. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 8, 32, 35, and 36 are objected to because of the following informalities: Each 
claim uses the improper wording "selected from the group comprising" in order to define a 
particular group of chemical compounds. The Examiner respectfully suggests that the wording 
"consisting of ' should replace the word "comprising" in each of the claims. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Double Patenting 

1. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 
Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by canceling 
or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The filing of a 
terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

Claims 1 to 32 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same 

invention as that of claims 1 to 32, respectively, of copending Application No. 10/382,040. This 

is a provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not in fact been 

patented. 

2. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
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useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 
Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by canceling 
or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The filing of a 
terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

Claim 34 (dependent from claim 1) provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming 

the same invention as that of claim 11 (dependent from claim 1) of copending Application No. 

10/382,040. This is a provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have 

not in fact been patented. 

3. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v.

4. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent 
possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 
(Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 
686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
I970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969).

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Claim 35 is provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 32 of copending Application No. 
10/382,040. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct 
from each other because both sets of claims recite the same process steps and same process 
conditions for heating temperatures and heating times, and the claims recite overlapping silicon 
hydride gas pressure ranges. It would have been obvious to a person skilled in the art of silicon 
hydride coating methods at the time of the invention to select the overlapping portion of the 
claimed gas pressure ranges in order to passivate a surface of a substrate with a coating of 
silicon. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

5. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent 
possible harassment by multiple assignees.

Claim 33 (dependent from claim 1) is provisionally rejected under the judicially created 7 

doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 11 (dependent 

from claim 1) of copending Application No. 10/382,040. Although the conflicting claims are not 

identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because both sets of claims recite the 

same process steps and same process conditions for heating temperatures and heating times, 

and the claims recite overlapping silicon hydride gas pressure ranges. It would have been 

obvious to a person skilled in the art of silicon hydride coating methods at the time of the 
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invention to select the overlapping portion of the claimed gas pressure ranges in order to 
passivate a surface of a substrate with a coating of silicon. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 
21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 to 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
6,511,760 Bi (Barone, et al.) 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Barone, et al. discloses a method of passivating a surface of a substrate by using a silicon 
overlay coating. The patent states that the method can be used to passivate the interior surface 
of a gas storage vessel or a component of a gas transfer system. Barone, et al. discloses the same 
process steps for passivating a surface of a substrate that include dehydrating an interior surface 
of a vessel, evacuating the interior of the vessel, heating and pressurizing silicon hydride gas in 
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the vessel, depositing a layer of silicon on the interior surface(s) of the vessel, controlling the 
duration of silicon deposition to prevent the formation of silicon dust on the coated surface, 
purging the vessel with an inert gas to remove the silicon hydride gas, cycling the vessel through 
the previously-mentioned steps until the entire interior surface of the vessel is coated with a 
layer of silicon, evacuating the vessel, and cooling the vessel to room temperature. The patent 
also discloses process conditions for heating temperatures and heating times which overlap 
applicants' claimed process limitations. See line 51 in column 1 to line 18 in column 4. Barone, 
et al. states that the disclosed coating method can be used not only for gas storage vessels but 
also for all metal systems and components that are exposed to corrosive gases.
